Later he went 
to Havana, where he was the representa- 
tive of the Santiago chamber of commerce. 
He took a leading position in the reformist 
movement and is named in order to give 
recognition to-that element in- politics. His 
landed «interests in Cuba are said to be 
very extensive.

The opera- 
tions of the civil service law have built up 
a large office-holding class at the expense 
of efficiency in the public service. It is not 
a merit system. The name is as dishonest 
as republican and mugwump protests of 
care for the interests of the people. 

The question of merit has not entered into 
the appointment of nine-tenths of the 
people who nowy hold office in Washington 
or elsewhere, yet who are protected by the 
law. Without ever having in any way 
demonstrated their efficiency, without ever 
having been subjected to the requirements 
of real examination, theSe people have had 
the protection of this civil service law ex- 
tended over them. It cannot be too strong- 
ly emphasized that there is no ‘merit’ 
system in this—that so far as real merit 
is copcered there is certainly no more of 
it under the present law than there was 

the old.system of party control. I do 
lieve there is as much; but certainly 


Certain anti-c vil service republ cans are 
making themselves solid these days with 
would-be office holders by their boud decla- 
rations agajnst the law. Wen the posi- 
tion of such men as Grosvenor and others 
who are Going much talking is analyzed, ‘t 
is found that they are not so strong in 
their opposition to the law as they pre- 
tend to be on’ the surface. If they are 
honestly in favor of its repeal, they are 
going to have the opportunity of showing 
it. At some time or other during the 
debate that ‘t to come up over the civil 
service question during the early weeks 
of the new year the democrats are go'ng 
to give them that opportun'ty, for with ‘he 
aemocrats the alternative is to_be present- 
ed between the law as it stands and vn- 
equivocal repeal. 

The republican majority on the commit- 
tee for the reform of the civil serv‘ce will 
‘present a bill calling for amendment of 
the present law.

Another Decision as to the Fixing of 
Rates Which Is of Interest. 
Wash ngton, December $1.—(f£pecial )—In 
an opinion rendered today ‘n a case where 
the Southern railway was one of the par- 
ties defendant. the interstate commerce 
commission again emphasizes .ts impo.ence 
in the face of supreme court decisions.

But the decis.on states, as recently 
interpreied by the courts, sald act makes 
no provision under which the defendants 
or other camriers can be ordered or re- 
quired to establish or maintain any iate 
of charge to or from any place other than 
‘such rate of charge as any such carr'er 
may fix or establish itself.”

The report, which is one of the most 
important documents that will be sub- 
mitted to council Monday, is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., January 3, 1898.—To the 
Honorabie Mayor and General Counci, 
City of Atlanta, Ga. Gentiemen: Your com- 
mittee On Nnance submits heréwith its re- 
port for the year: 1sy/: 

“Owing to the reduction of the tax rate 
from $1.90 to $1.25 per $1,000, made by the 
council of this year in deference ty the very 
just demand of our taxpayers, your com- 
mittee Was conironied with a deficit of $134,- 
vwv in the tax receipts for the year, and 
was necessarily compelied to reduce the ap- 
propriations for the various departments, 
DbUL We are glad to be able to report that 
these reductions were accepied by each de- 
partment without a complaint, and all] have 
been kept up to their usual standard of 
efficiency. 

The Collection of Taxes. 


“The hew method of .collecting taxes 
y originated by iis honor, Mayor Collier, 
in 1896 and put in operation for the first 
time by the council of this year, has work- 
ed remarkably well.

*a northern soldier at the table, but that he 
had made him eat Georgia ‘possum until 
he quit and surrendered and went over on 
the other side. With signal eloquence he 
paid a tribute to the bravery of both sides 
during the late war, and he told a story or 
two of experiences in the field, which went 
to show how peace between the north and 
south had been during the war and not 
since the surrender at Appomattox. He 
denounced the present ‘pension system as 
unjust, not only to the tax payers of the 
south, but to all the people of the north: 
He spoke of the love which both ‘sides 
felt for their leaders ‘and for their cause 


when the war was over, but he declared 
that his affection never affected the loyalty 
| of either when they were compelled to re- 
|; turn to their homes and go to work. He 
believed that there Were no better Ameri- 
can citizens today than the confederate 
soldiers, and he plainly advised his hearers 
to vote for them when they got a chance. 
He wound his speech up with a good old 
democratic whoop and the audience showed 
their appreciation of it by making noise 
enough to reach to Atlanta. The general 
said that the confederate soldier in time 
of peace was a democrat and his hearers 
agreed with him. 


Hon. George R. Peck. 

Much had been said during the eyening 
about the presence of the Hon. George R. 
Peck, of Chicago, the well-known railroad 
man, and there were calls for him when 
General Evans concluded. Mr. Peck was 
carried to the platform and he made a ring- 
ing and patriotic talk in*the same spirit of 
. good fellowship that had inspired General 
Evans. He had been a_ soldier in the 
federal army and he spoke with the great- 
est frankness of the issue which had been 
fought during so many bloody years; he 
appealed for friendship between all citizens 
and when he was assured that this had al- 
ready been established he made an eloquent 
speech, saying that he would go home 
bearing tributes to his people that there 
were as many federal soldiers in the south 
as there were confederates in the north. 


Hon. John W. Aikin. 

Presidem John W. Aikin, of- the Georgia 
Bar Association, was warmly greeted when 
he arose to respond to the toast of “Our 
Lawyers,’ and he very happily took oc- 
casion to wish his hearers a Happy New 
Year, the hands of the clock having just 
passed the hour. He said that the Georgia 
lawyer was a necessary evil as a counter- 
current to the Georgia politician. He dis- 
cussed the lawyers of the state in plain 
terms, but he did not hesitate to say that 
they were the best in the world. He men- 
tioned names familiar to all; each name 
was greeted with warm applause. His con- 
clusion was that the lawyers of Georgia 
would compare favorably with those of the 
rest of the United States. 


Prophecy of Hon. Robert L. Berner. 

The concluding toast of the evening was 
“"Possum and ‘Tater,’ and it was as- 
signed to Senator Rebert L. Berner, with a 
very complimentary introduction by Toast- 
man Freeman. Senator Berner said that 
the toast had been suddenly thrust upen 
him and that he appreciated his own short- 
comings, knowing little about ’possum and 
less about ’tater. He told how Governor At- 
kinson had spoken to him over the tele 
phone in reference to his duties and that 
he accepted the responsibility with no 
ether pledge than that he would not talk 
about politics. And he did not. In eloquent 
periods he responded to the speech of Colo- 
neil Peck, and he pointed to the American 
flag flowing above all with one hand, while 
he grasped the hand of Cglonel Peck with 
the other, the banqueters jumping up in 
their seats to give greater emphasis to 
their generous applause. In taking up the 
question of ’possum Senator Berner paid 
splendid tribute to Judge Harris, and glid- ' 
ing easily over the technical potions of his 
broader toast, plunged bodily into the sea 
of state politics. He said that there were 
conditions under which he could do great 
service to the state, and he said that he 
saw about him many faces turned eagerly 
toward a certain executive mansion nestling 
in the trees of Peachtree street. He thought 
that conditions might arise when 
in the * conflicting interests of the 
present emergency he should be 
calied upon and then in _ graceful 
badinage he said he would not 
be wanting. There was beautiful 
audacity in Berner’s reference to the gov- 
ernorship, and it met with the enthusiastic 
reception it received. Some of the best 
speeches of the night came in the form of 
letters from invited guests who were un- 
able to be present. Colonel Alien D. Cand- 
ler was twice asked to attend, once as a 
State official amd once as a possible can- 
didate for governor, Dut in both instances 
he declined because of previous bus.ness en- 
gagements.

board of health yesterday afternoon. 
The document is exceedingly interesting 
from start to finish He carefully réviews 
the work of his department for the past 
year, giving an intelligent analysis of all 
milk sold in the city, and states that a lit- 
tle over 10 per cent of samples examined 
gave evidence of adulteration. 

He strongly recommends that the stand- 
ard of milk required by law in Atlanta 
be. raised, as the present requirement of 
only 12 per cent is inadequate for the 
prevention of adulteration. Mr. McCandless 
says that skilled dairymen could casily 
adulterate their milk and come within the 
prescr'bed percentage prescribed by ‘aw. 
He advocates a change to 13 per cent in 
solids and 3% per cent in fats. 

This would no doubt work a great hard- 
ship on the dairymen of the city, many 
of whom would have to change entirely 
their food supplies and probably most 
of their stock. ‘Mhe quality of miik eold 
in the city, however, would be bettered 
in that there would be fewer chances for 
aduiterat’on, which, the ehemist SAV 8, 
would even pay the dairymen better in 
the long run,
